Has shipped 22,930 Knitted Articles; 

Has siiippod 6800 Comfort Kits; 

Has shipped 4755 pounds of Belgian 
Clothing; 

Has mended 2110 Soldiers' Garments; 

Has shipped Christmas, 1917, 902 
Christmas packets. 

The Overseas Christmas Committee 
1918, has taken charge of examining 
and shipping 560 boxes sent to men in 
tho service by their families. 

748 drafted men from our district 
have comfort kits, sweaters and socks 
given them by a member of our Comfort 
Kits Committee, who was present at the 
time of their leaving to see them off. 

The Home Service has cared for 214 
families of soldiers. 

The Canteen has served light refresh- 
ments to 7852 soldiers. 

During the Influenza Epidemic 93 
nurses' aides were enrolled. 54 of these 
worked at the Emergency Hospital, 
where 100 patients were cared for. Help 



was also sent to the 80 soldiers in Villa 
Nova College Hospital and to several 
schools and institutions, and to 94 cases 
in private homes. In addition to this, 
the Homo Service sent out 9. volunteer 
visiting nurses, who made 593 visits in 
140 families. Together with the other 
Social Service Agencies of the Com- 
munity, tho Home Service opened a diet 
kitchen from which 1130 quarts of soup 
were sent to 70 families, numbering 275 
persons. 
Tho Motor Corps made 85 ambulance 
calls. 

In the Membership Drive of Christ- 
mas, 1917, the Chapter asked us to se- 
cure 3000 new members. We did this in 
two days, and by the end of the week 
our numbers reached 10,769.

EDITORIAL 



During this delightful holiday season, 
let us keep in mind our soldier and 
sailor boys, and contribute generously 
through the Thank Boxes, provided by 
tho Home Guard. 



If this mild weather continues, Old 
King Coal, like other autocratic poten- 
tates, will be compelled to step down 
and out. The light consumption of fuel 
during December has doubtless enabled 
the coal operators to accumulate a fair 
stock, and we will be spared a repeti- 
tion of last winter \s discern lent. 



A prominent: German newspaper, in 
commenting on the fact that the crew 
of U-Boat Xo. !), which had sunk three 
British battleships, had accepted .+ 12."; 
each rather than keep the boat, bitterly 
laments that the German people, have 
sacrificed the last shred of national self- 
respect and honor. Admiral Beatty, 
with the innate chivalry of a generous 
victor, had given them the opportunity 
of retaining the boat as ;i memento of 
their undersea prowess. The editor sadly 
reflects that they can sink no lower 
thau this, in tho estimation of the 
world. This seems to be tho first open 
confession and realization of what they 
have done to merit tho condemnation 
of the rest of the world. The crimes 
committed in the name of war are the 
logical outcome of tho pernicious teach- 
ings of tho madman, Nictsche. That 
some of them realize this, is the first 
hopeful sign of the possibility of their 
regeneration as a people. 



There has been a great deal of incon- 
siderate criticism of President Wilson 
in connection with his visit to Europe, 
and in advance of the actual beginning 
of peace negotiations. The Marquis de 
Chambrun, Vice-President of the For- 
eign Affairs Committee of the French 
Chamber of Deputies, and a grandson 
of General Lafayette, deplores this. 
Ho writes that ' ' echoes of this party 
criticism have only struck an answer- 
ing chord among a few whose aims are 
not in harmony with democratic institu- 



tions and ideas of progress. We are 
in tho presence of something far great- 
er than party antagonism or jealousies 
which arise from petty motives. The 
President of the United . States has 
crossed tho seas, and the power of his 
nation is with him. Towards him tho 
peoples of Europe have turned their 
eyes, still wet with the tears of grief 
and anguish. . . . The men of all 
classes realize that- the ideals of Presi- 
dent Wilson offer the strongest guaran- 
tee against a renewal of the crime so 
disastrous to humanity. All cry out 
to him. . . . 'Wo expect you to 
counsel us how to establish justice, to 
secure tranquility, to promote general 
welfare, to secure the blessings of lib- 
erty. . . . Tho new world is quali- 
fied to give advice and example to the 
old. ' ' ' 

These words of the distinguished 
French statesman, quoted from the 
Philadelphia Press, should be taken to 
heart by all. Let us not belittle the 
great mission of our President by hasty 
criticism, that, will only reflect small 
party jealousies on this side of the At- 
lantic, and tend to lessen tho dignity 
of our role as the chief parties in the 
peace conference about to be held. 



MEMORIAL TO OUR SOLDIER AND 
SAILOR BOYS. 



The movement to create a Memorial 
Fund for our soldier and sailor boys is 
well under way. The boxes prepared 
by the Narberth Home Guard have been 
distributed to every home, and are to 
be called for on or about January 15th 
nex't. As stated on these boxes, the idea 
is to provide means to give our boys a 
royal welcome, and start a memorial 
fund. The money collected in this way 
is to bo the nucleus of a larger fund, 
the collection of which will be left until 
the plan for a permanent memorial 
takes more definite shape. This will be 
discussed by a general committee, to be 
composed of representatives of every 
organization in the town, including all 
the churches, the Y. M. C. A., Home 
Guard, Fire Company, Community Club, 
Council, Tennis Club, various organiza- 
tions of the ladies, — in fact, every one 
of our many associations. In this way, 
a thorough presentation and discussion 
of the various plans that have been sug- 
gested will be made possible. 

It is expected that this general com- 
mittee will be organized within a very 
short time. Doubtless there will be op- 
portunities for any one who has ideas 
on this subject to submit them for the 
consideration of the committee. The 
underlying thought is to create such a 
memorial as will be in every way digni- 
fied and worthy, and which will satis- 
factorily represent the wishes of the 
majority of our residents. 

Meanwhile, the public can help mat- 
ters along very much by a liberal initial 
offering through the medium of the 
Thank Boxes. The response to this first 
appeal will show whether or not the 
town, as a whole, is in sympathy with 
the general idea. Narberth 's record in 
the past has been so excellent, when 
any patriotic movement has been under- 
taken, that we have little doubt regard- 
ing a prompt and generous response to 
this appeal. 



GOVERNMENT WILL ASSIST WAR 
WORKERS TO FIND NEW JOBS. 



Washington, D. C, December 26, IMS. 
— The thousands of civilian war work- 
ers in the Government service who will 
soon be dismissed because their services 
are no longer needed will be assisted in 
finding re-employment through plans 
now being arranged by the United 
States Civil Service Commission. 

On the recommendation of the Civil 
Service Commission the President issued 
on November 29 an executive order 
which provides that, tho names of per- 
sons in tho competitive classified civil 
scrvico with unrestricted status who 
wero appointed either permanently or 
probationally prior to tho date of the 
order, who have served loss than three 
years, who are separated from the serv- 
ice because of a reduction of force, and 
who are recommended for further em- 
ployment by the Government because 
of demonstrated efficiency in tho office 
from which they are separated will, 
upon request, be entered "by the Civil

Service Commission upon appropriate 
eligible registers for reappointment, 
eligibility thereon to continue for one 
year from the date of separation. The 
re-employment registers thus establish- 
ed will lie used so far as is practicable 
for filling positions in the Government 
service. 

Tt is expected, however, that there 
will be a surplus of eligibles on these 
re-employment registers, and in order 
that those who cannot be replaced in 
the Government service may find posi- 
tions in private employ, the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission has asked the co-opera- 
tion of the Department of Labor in the 
work of finding suitable employment in 
private establishments for dismissed 
war workers who cannot be further em- 
ployed by the Government. 

It is the view of the Civil Service 
Commission that the machinery of the 
Government should be used to the full- 
est, extent in finding employment for 
the war workers, for it. is realized that 
a considerable number of them entered 
tho Government, service at some per- 
sonal sacrifice to help with the war 
program.

EXTRACT OF DOG LAW OF 1917. 
(Act No. 317.) 



Section 2. * * * The word "own- 
er," when applied to the proprietor- 
ship of a. dog, shall include every per- 
son having a right of property in such 
dog, and every person who keeps oi 
harbors such dog or has it in his care, 
and every person who permits such dog 
to remain on or about any premises oc- 
cupied by him. 

Section 3. Tho term "kennel" shall 
mean any establishment wherein or 
whereon dogs are kept for the purpose 
of breeding, sale, or sporting purposes. 

Section 4. On or before the 15th 
day of January, 1918, and on or before 
the 15th day of January of each year 
thereafter, the owner of any dog six 
montlfs old or over shall apply to the 
County Treasurer, either orally or in 



writing, for a license for each such dog 
owned or kept by him. Such applica- 
tion shall state the breed, sex, age, col- 
or, and markings of such dog, and the 
name and address of the last previous 
owner; and shall be accompanied by a 
fee of not loss than one dollar, nor 
mOTe than two dollars, for each male 
dog and each spayed female dog; and 
by a fee of not less than two dollars, 
nor more than four dollars, for each 
unspayod female dog. The license fee 
* * * shall be the only license or 
tax required for the ownership or keep- 
ing of said dog or dogs. 

Section 5. * * * All licenses shall 
bo void upon the 15th day of January 
of the following year, 1919.
